Seldom are glandular disorders

As a general rule. we consider

weight. 
Sometimes this 
l^ck of 
weight is a sy mptom of disease, 
such as glandular disorders. 
More often/though, it is Hie re 
suit of eating too little, poor eating 
habits, over activity or not enough 
rest. 
Just aa habit often causes some 
persons to eat too much, it also 
causes others to eat too little. 
If y our meals are poorly 
pre­ 
pared, if you eat 
at 
irregular 
tim es, if you consider eating one 
of the least im portant activities of 
y our daily life, then you are apt to 
get inadeq uate nourishment. 
If this is the situation in 
y our 
house, you can expect y our chil­ 
dren to grow up with an indiffer­ 
ent attitude toward food. And they 
probably will be p r e t t y skinny 
y oungsters. 
If you aren’t happy with 
y our 
Job. y our home life, y our financial 
situation, you might lose weight. 
Any ty pe of worry or prolonged 
tension might make food seem un 
im portant — and y our wvighf auf 
fers. 
If you are too absorbed in tour 


work, are too determined to win a 
certain promotion, or lf the kids 
are too interested in school work 
(unlikely ) or s o c i a l activities 
(more likely ), underweight might 
be the result. 
Now, how can you gam weight? 
Simply apply the same 
princi­ 
pals used in losing weight, but re­ 
verse them. First, of course, check , 
with y our doctor and get and fol­ 
low his advice. 
Then make sure that you daily j 
diet contains the essentials of good 
nutrition. We’ve discussed 
t h i s 
many tim es before but it is well 
worth repeating once more. 
Add extra calories at each meal. 
The simplest way is to take sec­ 
ond helpings of every thing and to 
be sure to eat extra bread ami but-: 
ter. I'll go into detail on this sub­ 
ject in another column. 
Any extra sleep or rest you can 
get will also help, ainee y our body 
usee fewer calories when at real. 
So get to bed early , and rest every i 
minute you can. 
Questio n and Answer 
Mrs. P. A.: Does the use of hor­ 
mone cream on one’* face cause 
hair to grow on it? 
Answer: Ordinarily , the use of 
so called hormone cream on the 
face will not cause the growth of 
hair. Under u n u s u a l circum ­ 
stances, however, the use of the 
male hormone in this way might 
result in some increase of facial 
hair.

NEM YORK (AP)—The Negro 
republic of Haiti may become the 
next major trouble spot in the 
Caribbean. 
Daniel Fignole, radical leader of 
the impoverished masses of the 
Haitian capital Port au Prince, 
has ordered his follow-ers 
In a 
broadcast from Cuba to get ready 
for a general strike aimed at over­ 
throwing the government of Pres­ 
ident Francois Dtivalier. 
Another exiled opposition lead­ 
er, Louis Dejote, who has strung 
influence in the supper class and 
among women and shopk *ep»rs, 
has been broadcasting the same 
message in recent weeks. 
Haitians listen to these broad­ 
casts and there is an air of anx­ 
iety and expectancy. 
Haiti is the ham in the Carib­ 
bean sandwich — stuck between 
two blood enemies, Fidel Castro’s 
nev Cuba and Rafael T nijilb’a 
tough dictatorship in the Domini­ 
can Republic. 
This 
uncomfortable 
position 
combines with a desperate eco 
nomic c r i s i s , with continuing 
hatreds 
among 
Haitian political 
faction# and with the absence of 
an efficient government based on 
popular support, to add up to an 
unstable situation which could ex­ 
plode at any time 
President 
Duvalier was voted 
into office in an army-run election 
in September 1937 after IO months 
of political turmoil following the 
ouster 
of 
strongman 
President 
Paul Maglotre Duvalier has virt­ 
ual dictatorial powers. He gives 


th* impression now of a man of 
arbitrary temperament with jit­ 
tery nerves. 
In January Duvalier. under th* 
shock of Castro * success in Cuba, 
attempted to remove the stigma 
of dictatorship from his regime by 
freeing 
all 
political 
opponents 
whom 
he 
had 
jailed, 
including 
some sentenced to death. A lib 
eralization of his nile was pro­ 
claimed. 
But now, in fear of an invasion 
by 
his 
Haitian opponents from 
Cuba. Duvalier is clamping down 
hard and uttering dire threats. He 
has banned all exit visas for Hait 
ians — presumably to hold within 
the country any who would like 
to join anti-Duvalier forces. 
In firebrand declarations during 
impromptu speeches he has de­ 
cleared that should his enemies 
seek to overthrow him he would 
unleash a total revolution and not 
leave one stone on another in Port 
au Prince.
